With the new budgets of the 


| 
city, the school districts and the | 


county shaping into final form, 
indications today were that 
local government costs next 
year would be far less than for- 
merly. 

Budget for Chaffey high school 


approximately $114,000 in the op- 
eratin gexpense of those schools. 

The Upland schoo! district bud- 
get as tentatively outlined has a 
figure $6332 less than the bud- 
get adopted at the begining of 
the 1931-32 year. 

Reports from San Bernardino 
are to the effect that the cost 
of operating the government next 
year will be approximately $3vJ,- 
000 less than rcrmerly. A $400,- 
000 reduction was made a year 
ago. 

Overhead for the local city 
government will be reduced, but 
just how much is not known def- 
initely. Richard G. Manley, city 
service manager, is making ten- 
tative estimates of the depart- 
mental needs for 1933-34. Assur- 
anceg have been given, however, 
that the cost will be lower. 

Ali budgets are to be ready 
for adoption prior to July 1. The 
Chaffey board of education is 
scheduled to meet next Tuesday 
and discuss the proposal further. 

All cf these reductions are in 
keeping with present conditions 
and in response to the requests 
of many tax payers. One of the 


most prominent “checks” on 
governmental expenditures is 
the “County Coordinating Tax 


Committee.” This week the com- 
mittee went over with the coun- 
ty supervisors the proposed bud- 
get and as the result of the 
study, the supervisors have been 
highly praised for their efforts 
to cut costs.
